shrinks even from doing that. For, after giving 
the Mayo: supreme responsibility and slotting 
him for a term of four agpsten these sston = pa 
charter makers carefully provided that he shall 
only have a right to TGmove commissioners, 
whom he has been allowed to'appoint, durin 
the first six months of his term Hf office, It is 
this limitation which shows how thoroughly the 

modern American distrusts his governing men. 
Faith in an elective council has perished utterly, 
but faith in a Czar-Mayor might have shown the 
survival of some faith in the elective principle. 
But the stipulation, carefully in the char- 
ter. that the Mayor's right to remove the 
of departments whom he has nominated shall 
cease six months atter his election is the most 
astounding illustration yet afforded of the deep- 
rooted distrust Which the American of to-day 
has in all elected men, For here we have a 
democracy in such depths of despair that it first 
emasculates its elective assembly and then ham- 
string» its Caesar.” 

Mr. Stead’s picture of the darker side 
of New York is a cartoon rather than a 
portrait. It is marked by great exag- 
geration and distortion +m~some—par- 
tions, while others are matitfestty-un= 
just. Here and-there, allowing for the 
highly wrougit diction, there is sound 
reasoning. The book is tou extreme to 
do much practi¢al good. 

The basis of Mr. Stead’s judgment is 
the state of affairs disclosed by the 
Sexow Committee in, 1894. In the 
autumn following that investigation 
the present_reform administration came 
into power and the moral status of the 
city underwent a revolution. Political 
brigandage was brought to a halt, The 
social evil was driven from cover. A 
cleaner personelle in the police depart- 
meut greatly decreased police corrup- 
tion. Three thousand of the city’s 
worst saloons and dives were closed by 
Au orderly Sunday 
was instituted. Dirty streets were for 
the first time thoroughly-eleaned and 
the death-raie lowered, Acres-of foul 
tenements were razed and acres of 
green parks substituted. Superior 
school. buildings were constructed. 
Recreation piers were built for” the 
city’s poor, All these besides many 
other movements for a better city have 
been accomplished since the Sexow in- 
vestigation and yet Mr. Stead judges of 
New York under the old regime. The 
great work accomplished—by the pres- 
ent administration will goon. It can 
never be wholly checked or undone by 
the Tammany victory. Each year sees 
New York cleaner in every way.

How to Carve the Christmas Goose,
